Meals on Wheels 


The service continued to run on much the same lines as for previous 
years until the Moorfoot Kitchen opened To correspond with the opening 
of the kitchen - second van was brought into use and the service was 
reorganised so that two van drivers became paid employees of the Council. 
This had to be done because the voluntary organisations had indicated that 
they were unable to find enough volunteer drivers, 


However voluntary help continued to be available to go on the vans 
as helpers. 


In all 7,536 meals were delivered to homes during the year (1972 
figure = 5,706 meals), 


Luncheon Clubs and Kitchens 


The four clubs tontinued to operate as for previous years but 
major changes were introduced with the opening of the Moorfoot Kitchen 
and Dining Room, 


As from the end of June all meals for both the meals on wheels 
and luncheon clubs were produced at the Moorfoot Kitchen, The kitchens 
at Bullion Hall, South Pelaw Hall and Pelton Fell Village Hall all 
ceased to operate, 


However the luncheon clubs at these centres continued with meals 
being delivered by the Meals on Wheels vans, Chester Moor Luncheon 
Club continued to operate and luncheon clubs were started in the Moorfoot 
Dining Room.

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SANITARY CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE AREA 


Water 


Piped water is supplied to the town by the Durham County Water 
Board. Routine samples are taken by the Public Health Inspector and 
sent for bacteriological and chemical examination at fairly frequent 
intervals and additional samples are submitted in the case of complaint, 


All cases were found to be satisfactory, 


Fluoridation of Water Supply 


Fluoride is added to the water supply of the Honey Hill treatment 
works of the Durham County Water Board which supplies water to the 
district. An amount of 1 p.epem. is added and samples taken by the 
Board during the year were generally satisfactory. One sample taken 
by the department was found to have a Fluoride content of 1,1 p.p.m. 


Disinfestations 


During the year treatment was carried out in 144 premises in order 
to deal with infestations of various types; namely, Red Mite, Cockroaches, 
WaspSe 


Clean Air Act 1956 = 1960 


No serious complaints arose from atmospheric pollution during the 
year. Smoke emissions from industrial premises were found to be due 
to mechanical defects or overloading of plant. All complaints were 
remedied without recourse to formal action. 


The Council has not declared any smoke control areas in the 
district but there has been a decrease in emissions due to (a) demolition 
of older property with coal fires (b) conversion to smokeless fuels 
in existing houses, both by the Council and Private owners in connection 
with Home Improvement Schemes (c) many householders providing central 
heating by using smokeless fuel partly for convenience with no storage, 
cleaning or attendance problems, 


All Gouncil houses built were provided with central heating served 
by appliances burning smokeless fuel. 


Scrap Metal Dealers Act 1954 


At the end of the year there were 14 scrap metal dealers 
registered by the authority. 


The Council is required to keep a register of such dealers and to 
register upon application, any scrap metal dealer trading from premises 
in the area. 


Pet Animals Act 1951 


Three licences for the keeping of pet shops were issued during 
the year. 


Offices, Shops and Railway Premises Act 1953 


During the year 10 premises were newly registered, At the end 
of the year a total of 200 premises were registered employing 1,600 
workers. 


There were 44 General Inspections carried out during the year and 
30 contraventions recorded. 


Twelve non-fatal accidents were reported. It was necessary to 
investigate two accidents as these involved machinery. In both cases 
advice was given to operators of the machinery.

Unfit Houses 


16 representations were made, as a result of which, 16 demolition 
orders were made, In 3 cases demolition orders were substituted for 
closing orders. 


Undertakings not to reelet houses after the Council had rehoused 
the existing tenants, were received from the owner of a further 11 
properties. 


Following action taken the previous years 18 houses were demolished 


and 1 house closed. 


In one case a closing order in respect of part of <= house was 
determined as improvements and repairs had been carried out and the 
house made fit. 


Improvement Grants (Private Houses) 


180 applications were approved totalling £311,360, 220 grants 
were completed during the year and a total of £272,162 paid. 


Housing standards are being raised to a high level with the aid 
of these grants, although it is estimated that there are approximately 
a further 400 houses which may qualify for erant aid. 


Standard Grants (Private Houses) 
Interest regarding these grants was maintained although they are 
usually limited to specific areas of the district where improvement to 


the 12 points standarc of improvement grants is not possible.

There were only 11 notifications received during 1973, Of these 
6 were measles, 4 pulmonary tuberculosis and 1 meningococcal septicaemia, 


Tuberculosis 


There were 4 new cases of pulmonary tuberculosis notified during 
the year and there were 3 deaths registered as being caused by this 


dismse. 


These figures indicate that the problem of tuberculosis is not 
yet solved in spite of B.C.Ge vaccination and the use of modern drugs. 
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
